Calgary, N. W. T., Feb. 0.— Col. Steele 
arrived this morning and spent a busy 
day selecting recruits for the Struihcona 
Horse. Twenty-three have been select- 
ed from this city, three over the limit. 
Forty will be taken from Edmonton and 
Fort Saskatchewan and eighty from 
British Columbia. Except at Edmonton 
recruiting has been completed in the 
Territories, and it will be completed in 
British Columbia to-morrow. 

The men selected here, while not quite 
so tall ns the last contingent, are above 
tbe standard, and as Col. Steele states, 
are of the build required for the work. 
Saturday evening's train from here will 
take nil the Western men except the 
British Columbia volunteers, and will 
gather up the recruits selected along the 
line. The artisans required will be 
mainly taken from Ottawa. 

VICTORIANS STII.lv WAITING.

London, Feb. 7. — 1-1:20 a. m.)— Lord 
Roberts has caused to be distributed In 
the towns bordering upon the invaded 
colonial territory an invitation to Free 
Staters and Transvaalers to go into the 

sort, offering them good treatment 
and a restoration to their farms on the 
British occupation of republican terri- 
tory. The manifesto guarantees that 
those bringing horses can Bell them. 
Foreigners will have their passage paid 
to Europe. Colonial rebels are advised 
to surrender in preference to being taken 
prisoners. 

Not a word has been received from the 
correspondents with (Jen. Buller, for 
three dayB. It is as though Natal had 
been wiped off the map, excepting the 
heliograph from Ladysmith, saying that 
the Boers arc- cannonading nud that 
lighting is going on. 

Gen. Macdonnld, with 4,000 Infantry, 
cavalry and artillery threatens the Boer 
right at Magersfonteiu. This is the first 
sign of activity on the purt of Lord 
Methuen for some weeks, aud doubtless 
has relation to movements of the British 
further east. 

It uppears that General French's vwit 
to Capetown was to ask Lord Roberts for 
7,000 more men. Whether he got them 
s not disclosed. 

Troops are no longer detained at Cape- 
town. They proceed immediately to some 
point at the front. Three thousand dis- 
embarked Monday aud were quickly sent 

Isewhere. No public reception vrua giv- 
en to the arriving volunteers at Cape- 
town because they had to leave immedi- 
ately. 

As Lord Roberts, since the battle of 
Spion Kop, has had 20,000 fresh troops 
to dispose of, it is probable that some 
have gone to General Buller. 

The World «ays thut it learns that 
Lord Methuen has disbanded Reming- 
ton's Scouts, one of the most useful col- 
onial commands, because he had ascer- 
tained some members of the corps had 
been communicating with the Boers. 

Capt. W. Congreve, who received the 
Victoria Cross for gallantry in endeavor- 
ing to save the British guns at Colenfio, 
writes: "I never saw a Boer all day, 
and I do not think anyone else did. 
Though thousands of bullets petered and 
shells hurst all over the place the Boers 
were invisible." 



MONDAY'S SLIM BUDGET. 

Censor Kept Buller's Secrets— Cape 
Rebels Before Juries Instead of 
Courts Martial. 

London. Feb. 5.— The war office an- 
nounces that 15 transports will be de 
spatched between to-day and Monday 
with 13,000 troops, including the Fourth 
Cavalry Brigade, Militia battalions and 
,'i,000 I'eomanry. 

Sir Alfred Milner has sent most hope- 
ful and encouraging reports to the gov- 
ernment regarding the prospects of the 
campaign, and it is understood that his 
ideas are shared by Lord Roberts. 

The censorship seems to have com- 
pletely shut down on the correspondents 
at Spearman's Camp. No despatch 
from that point appears in this morn- 
ing's papers, and nothing has been al- 
lowed to issue since Sunday evening. 

A despatch to the Times from Queens- 
town, Cape Colony, dated Monday, 
says: " Gen. Brabant, while address- 
ing one of the regiments of the Colonial 
division on parade yesterday, said that 
they were leaving the next morning for 
the front, not to return, he hoped, until 
tne task entrusted to him by Lord 
Roberts had been successfully accom- 
plished. He could not disclose the plan 
of operations, but if his intentions wen; 
carried out, the greatest glutton of 
lighting among (hem would have his 
fill." 

The Capetown correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle says: " The South 
African League has passed a resolution 
that it regards with regret, and almost 
with despair the probability of the auth- 
orities trying coloninl rebels before a 
jury. The resolution urges a court- 
martial. Mr. Schreinor, the premier, 
replying to a letter enclosing n copy of 
the resolutions, snys that the govern- 
ment has taken steps to present the cases 
to juries in order to prevent undue de- 
tention of persons charged with sedi- 
tion." 

Durban, Feb. 5.— The transport Pur- 
nea, from India, has arrived and landed 
a battery of artillery. 

Lorenzo Marques, Delagoa Bay, Feb. 
3.— Mr. Webster Davis, United States 
assistant secretary of the interior, ac- 
companied by a party of friends, which 
includes thn German consul at Pretoria, 
is at the head laager of the Boers at 
Ladysmith and is closely inspecting the 
cnmpH and positions around rlie be- 
sieged town. 



BOER ARMY AND RESOURCES. 

Sixty-Four Thousand The Armod Mus- 
ter—Prepared to Resist for 
Months Yet. 

New York, Feb. 0. -An eminent South 
African nuthority, a man whose rein 
tious with the Boer government pre- 
vents the nse of his nanu', sends this 
first accurate statement oi the real 
strength aud hopes of the Boer army, 
says a Paris despatch to the World. 
His abatement may b-> relied upon as 
exact. 

The numerical strength of the army 
which is opposing England is as follows: 
South African Republic's soldiers, 
2S,000; Free State's soldiers, 13,000; 
immigrant Boers, 5.00U; Uitlanders, 
5,000; neutral Dutch., 5,000; Cape 
Colony Dutch, about 8,000: total, G-1,000. 

Regarding the Boers' ability to hold 
out, the World's informant said: "There 
is not the least doubt of their endurance 
and resistance for months to come. 
They are controlled by the same intense 
patriotism and sustained by the same 
intelligence, courage and fortitude that 
enabled the Americans to prolong for 
six years their war for liberty and inde- 
pendence. 

"And the Boers have one great ad- 
vantage that Washington's army was 
without— money, modem arms and a 
hilly country, which provides natural de- 
fences."

Two Boer laagers are within 
striking distance. The arrival of Gen. 
Macdonald's column wns opportune, as 
it just prevented two large commandos 
effecting a junction. He now holds 
both banks of the river. 

Our lancers had two brushes with 
Boer patrols. There is great activity 
among the enemy, who are in strong 
force concentrating to oppose our fur- 
ther advance." 

"The troops suffered from heat and 
scarcity of water during the march." 

BOERS' FAVORITE GAME. 

Four Men Lay in Ambush for Pot Shot 
at Party From Ladysmith 
Garrison. 

Modder Spruit, Monday, Feb. 5.— On 
Saturday the Pretoria corps discovered a 
party of British from Ladysmith, en- 
trenched at a railroad bridge, protecting 
a number of coolies who were cutting 
grass. A party of Boers despatched to 
the scene were attacked from the 
trenches, and all retreated but four, 
who were hiding, and permitted the 
British to advance to within fifty yards, 
when they fired a volley, killing three 
men. This was seen from the British, 
fort, which tired a shell nnd sent 
eavnlry to assist the British. The Boers 
beat those back, killing two men. 

LADYSMITH HEARD FROM.

Glowing Tribute to the Colonial 
Offers Jn^Defence of the 
Empire. 



Frank Statement Disarms Criti- 
cism* andJAmendment 
'rh'-X Voted Down. 



Loodou, Feb. 5.— ilr. Chamberlain, t'ol 
low'ing Sir William Vernon Ilarcourt in 
the House of Commons to-day, dealt ou 
the broad issues of the day. lie paid a 
glowing tribute to the colonies and the 
promise of the future federation of the 
Empire, evoking immense enthusiasm. 
•Mr. Chamberlain admitted that a criti- 
cal sum- of the war had been reached, 
and that the situation was undoubtedly 
s-jrious, though he did not believe that the 
country Mat, in danger. He refused 
di«cuss the South African committee, and 
briefly summarized the negotiations with 
the Transvaal. If the preparations were 
insufficient, he continued, it was wholly 
due to the fact that the government was 
determined to do everything to secure 
peace, and to do nothing to endanger it. 
Air. Chamberlain further declared that 
the war was just, necessary and right- 
eous. He regretted the proposed, amend- 
ment to the address, because, he said, it 
would throw doubt upon the uuitedness 
of the Kingdom. 

It would be premature to talk of terms 
of settlement. "But," he asserted, "there 
will be no second Majuba. Never again 
shall the Boers erect in the heart of 
South Africa a citadel whence shall pro- 
ceed disaffection and race animosity. 
Never again shall they be able to endan- 
ger the paramountcy of Great Britain. 
Never again shall they be able to treat 
an Englishman as though he belonged to 
an inferior race." 

Mr. Chamberlain asked the opposition 
whether it believed in the proposition that 
the war was necessary, and said that the 
opposition proposed to vote for the wai- 
ns "unjust and unnecessary," and then 
vote for its vigorous prosecution. 'the 
war, the Secretary claimed, could not be 
avoided, except by the absolute surrender 
on the part of Great Britain of all to 
which she attached importance. Believ- 
ing the war inevitable, how could the op- 
position vote for an amendment that said 
that the war was avoidable. A policy of 
that sort was said to unite the party, but 
in the eyes of Europe it threw doubt upon 
the union of the United Kingdom. 

"We have suffered checks," said Mr. 
Chamberlain, "and have made mistakes. 
I am not anxious to dispute as to the 
blame. Let the government bear the 
'blame. Let the government bear the 
brunt, until the time comets, when, under 
happier auspices, we can see how far 
the blame is to be apportioned between 
the system and those administering it. 
In the meantime blame us. What is now 
urgent is to redress those checks and to 
repair mistakes. You say that we have 
sent too few troops, but we are pouring 
them into South Africa. In a few weeks 
we will have two hundred thousand men 
there. We will have ns many mounted 
men as there are mounted Boers. Our 
colonies are multiplying their offers. 
Every offer is gratefully accepted and 
tiord Roberts has selected from among 
the colonists his Guard of Honor. 

"Meanwhile, the spirit of the nation is 
unbroken. There is no sacrifice which 
we are unwilling to make. There is no 
Sacrifice we arc unwilling to ask of the 
colonies, if we think it necessary to ask 
it. 1 must go further than this, and 
eidmit that this war, under new condi- 
tions, in a new country, with new arms, 
against a new people, whose tenacity and 
courage are as .admirable as the courage 
and tenacity of our own soldiers, has re- 
quired a large scheme than any govern- 
ment has yet been called upon to meet. 
One of the lessons of the war, is the en- 
ormous defensive power possessed by 
troops defending their own country. The 
(second point is that, when we propose a 
scheme to meet this emergency we shall 
do so, not as a party, but as a nation. 
No other nation has ever had a better 
right, however, to be proud of her sol- 
diers. What other nation could trans- 
port so many troops to great a distance 
so well?" 

Referring to the statements regarding 
" national gloom," Mr. Chamberlain 
said: " I do not accept the phrase. I 
Know of anxiety and of irritation, per- 
haps, but not of vacillation approaching 
fear or gloom." « 

The Colonial Secretary concluded with 
:i glowing tribute to the manner in 
which the colonies have rallied to the 
Empire. "We are now finding the in- 
finite potentialities and resources of the 
Empire. We are advancing to the 
realization of that great federation of 
our race which must inevitably make 
for peace, liberty and justice."" 

Mr. John Dillon said that the Nation- 
alists, believing the war to he an " un- 
just and iniquitous war of aggression, 
entirely unprovoked, were unable to sup- 
port an amendment declaring that tin- 
war should be prosecuted with vigor. lie 
pressed for the publication of (Ten. S'r 
William Butler's despatches, saying: " It 
is generally believed (hat Sir William 
Butler considered that, in ease of war, 
no attempt should be made to protect 
Natal beyond the Tugela. [f so, the 
country is entitled to know." 

Mr. Balfour—" No, il is not." 

Mr. Dillon, continuing, said Unit the 
military reputation of England was ir- 
reparably ruined. 

Mr. Chamberlain's appearance frilled 
(o infuse any extraordinary interest into 
the parliamentary debate. The public, 
regarding if as a foregone conclusion 
that; the amendment to the address 



must be defeat:^, are more interested in 
knowing what Gen. Buller is doing than 
in a barren political discussion. Sir 
William Vernon Hareourt. who has only 
just recovered from a severe attack of 
influenza, was not in his best form, and 
his speech failed to impress the house. 
Mr. Chamberlain, graver than usual, 
sat very calmly while Sir 'William quot- 
ed his former speeches against him, only 
resenting it when Sir William declared 
that Mr. Chamberlain bad been put for- 
ward by the Gladstone cabinet of 1SS1 
to announce the policy of the Majuba 
settlement because he was the protagon- 
ist for the Boer claims. 

At this point Mr. Chamberlain said 
softly across the iloor of the house, 
" You have no right to say that." 

This expression was understood to be 
a protest by Mr. Chamberlain against 
something like a breach of the jealously 
guarded secrecy of a cabinet council. 

Mr. Chamberlain's speech, more care- 
ful and self-contained than is customary 
with him, disarmed criticism by its per- 
feet candor. He was at his best in 
pointing to the division of opinion among 
the opposition members. The house 
was most impressed by his cold and pltl 
less recital of the only possible settle 
ment the government could expect. 

Much attention was bestowed upon 
his reference to the future of the Volun 
teers, which was held to imply that tin 
Volunteer forces will be created into i 
great defensive body— a task, he said, 
that will require a great deal of 
time and money. Taken altogether, his 
speech is remarkable as eminently adroit 
and as likely to strengthen the position 
of the government as well as his own. 

Mr. Leonard Courtney. Unionist, said 
that he did not wonder that Mr. Cham- 
berlain displayed such energy and de- 
bating power, ns he had to vindicate not 
only the nation and the government, but 
himself. "This is Mr. Chamberlain' 
war," said Air. Courtney, "and if any 
body else had been at the colonial office 
there would have been no war." Mr 
Courtney went on to say that he had 
never regarded the war as inevitabl 
President Steyn and President Kruger 
bad done their best to maintain peace, 
but Mr. Chamberlain hail been misled 
by Mr. Cecil Rhodes, who bad shown 
complete ignorance of the Boer charac- 
ter. 

At this point Mr. Chamberlain inter- 
rupted, reiterating that since the .Tame- 
son raid he had had no communication 
with Mr. Rhodes on political affairs in 
South Africa, cither direct or indirect. 
Mr. Courtney explained that he had not 
meant to imply the reverse. 

After further discussian the debate 
was adjourned. 

London, Feb. 6.— There has been a 
strong effort among the rank and tile of 
the Liberals to secure the unanimous 
consent of the party to the withdrawal 
of Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice's amend- 
ment to the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne, but it has failed 
owing to the refusal of a small minority, 
mostly members of the late Liberal gov- 
ernment, to join the movement. The 
house will therefore divide on the amend- 
ment. The government majority is ex- 
pected to be from 120 to 150. 

HANDSOMELY REJECTED. 
London, Feb. 7.— The House of Com- 
mons has rejected Lord Edmund Fitz- 
mauriee's amendment to the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne by 
352 against, 130 in its favor. 

REDMOND THE LEADER. 

Irish Pactions Bury the Hatchet and 
Make a New Start. 

London, Feb. G.— Mr. John Redmond, 
the Parnellite leader, was unanimously 
elected chairman of the United Irish 
party this afternoon at a meeting held in 
,i committee room of the House of Com- 
mons, sixty-five members being present. 
Mr. Redmond upon taking the chair re- 
turned his thanks for the honor conferred 
on him and expressed the opinion that all 
nationalists in Ireland, America and else- 
where would be rejoiced at the day's 
work which he declered bound all sec- 
tions of the party for Ireland's good, and 
which he hoped would reunite Irishmen 
everywhere in the light for Ireland's 
rights. A vote of thanks was then given 
to Mr. Timothy Harrington for his suc- 
cess in restoring unity among the Na- 
tionalists. Mr. Redmond was the recip- 
ient of a multitude of congratulations.

Washington, Feb. 6.— The text of the 
new treaty negotiations in relation to 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal 
was given out to-day. It reads in effect 
that it is agreed that the canal can be 
constructed under the auspices of the 
United States government, which shall 
enjoy all the rights of such construction, 
as well as the exclusive right of provid- 
ing for the regulation and management 
of the canal. The following rules are 
adopted as a basis of neutralization: 

" First— The canal shall be free, and 
in lime of war as in peace, to the vessels 
of commerce and of war of all nations 
on terms of entire equality, so that there 
shall be no discrimination against any 
nation or its citizens or subjects in re- 
spect of the conditions or charges ot | 
traffic or otherwise. 

" Second— The canal shall never be 
blockaded, nor shall any right of war be 
exercised, nor any act of hostility com- 
mitted within it. : 

" Third— Vessels of war of a beliger- 
ent shall not re-victual or take stores in 
the canal except so far as may be strictly 
necessary, and the transit of such ves- 
sels through the canal shall be effected 
with the least possible delay in accord- 
ance with regulations in force, and with 
only such intermission as may result 
from the necessities of the services. 
Prizes shall be in all respects subject to 
the same rules ns vessels of war of bel- 
ligerents, 

" Fourth.— No belligerent shall embark 
or disembark troops, munitions of war 
or warlike materials in the canal, except 
in case of acc'd.ntal hindrance of the 
transit, and in such cuses the transit 
shall be resumed with all possible de- 
spatch. 

•• Fifth— The provisions of this article 
shall apply to waters adjacent to the 
canal within three marine miles of either 
end. Vessels of war of n belligerent 
shall not remain inside these waters 
longer than twenty-four hours at any 
one time, except in case of distress, and 
in such case shall depart as soon as pos- 
sible, but a vessel of war of one belliger- 
ent shall not depart within twenty-four 
hours of the departure of n vessel of 
war of the other belligerent. 

" Sixth— The plant, establishments, 
buildings and all works necessary to the 
construction, maintenance and operation 
of the canal shall be deemed to be part 
thereof for the purposes of this con- 
struction, and in times of war as in 
times of peace shall enjoy complete im- 
munity from attack or injury by belliger- 
ents and from acts calculated to impair 
their usefulness as part of the canal. 

"Seventh — No fortifications shall bo 
erected commanding the canal or the 
waters adjacent. The United States, 
however, shall be at liberty to maintain 
such military police along the canal as 
may be necessary to protect it against 
lawlessness and disorder. 

"Article HI— The high contracting 
parties will, immediately upon the ex- 
change of the ratifications of this con- 
vention, bring it to the notice of the 
other powers and invite them to adhere 
to it. 

"Article IV — The present convention 
shall he ratified by the President of the 
United States by and with the advice 
and consent of the senn<e thereof, and 
by ner Britannic Majesty, and the rati- 
fications shall be exchanged nt Washing- 
ton or at London within six months from 
the date hereof, or earlier if possible. 

" In faith whereof the respective pleni- 
potentiaries have signed this convention 
and hereunto affixed their seals. 

" Done in duplicate at 'Washington, 
February 5, 1000.

Our 
tirst light was ou New Year's Day, a 
most fitting occasion. H was pretty to 
see it work out successfully. I Was 
chosen with my company as infantry, 
and was lucky in getting under lire be- 
fore the rest. Colonel L'ileher, who com- 
manded the column, was very quick and 
clever, and we were lucky to carry out 
his instructions to the letter.' lie there- 
fore thought 1 was all right ami very 
cool under -ire. The march was far 
harder and required far more pluck than 
walking or doubling through Boer bul- 
lets. The cany part of the attack was 
the hardest as we had marched twelve 
miles already on empty stomachs and 
without water. The Boers we tackled 
could not shoot ai nil, or lots of us would 
have dropped. We kept our extension 
wide— eight paces— and steady, which 
helped to save us, and no one lost bis 
head or hesitated. The tirst shot was 
lirod at 10.05 a.m. ami the last at 3.20

For Freedom. 



Legislative Interference With 
industry Bringing Ruin 
to the District. 



One Thousand Men Displaced 
. and Six Months Output a 
Million Dollars Lc^i,. 



Mure thiin ordinary inteiOKl uttuches 
to ili<; petition of the Kaslo board of 
trade now receiving the consideration o£ 
the legislature, in view of Kuslos posi- 
tion ;ih the centre of population mid in- 
terest in the Slocnn mining district -the 
territory more especially affected by the 
eight-Lour law, with which tins petition 
deals, uiid which the petitioners urge 
should be either repealed or modified. 
The board, after a careful review of the 
situation have couie to the conclusion 
that it would lie in the best interest of 
ail classes of the community that what 
is known as the eight-hour law should 
be repealed, and a measure substituted 
therefore in such terms as will constitute 
eight hours a standard day's work in all 
mining operations underground, but 
which will impose no penalties where by 
mutual agreement between employer and 
employed, overtime is worked. The peti- 
tion recites: 

"Your petitioners beg to submit for the 
consideration of your honorable body the 
following facts: 

••(1) Thnt the Kaslo board of trade Is the 
only board of trade within the limits of 
sloean electoral riding. 

"«) That In this riding are located the 
mining camps of Sandon, Sllvertoa Slocan 
City, McGuigan, Whitewater, Alnsworth, 
Lortlo and Duncan, the camps which have 
produced aearly all the sliver-lead ore so 
mined In the province. 

"tf) That the commercial prosperity of 
the whole riding and particularly of Kas- 
lo, is contingent upon the steady and vigor- 
ous prosecution of work in the mines. 

"<4) That since the date at which the 
eight-hoar law (so-called) came into effect 
Viz., June 1, 18!)!), all of the large and manv 
of the small mines of the Slocan riding 
have been idle or nearly so. 

(5) That the shipment of ores from the 
riding has fallen from a total of 32 4211 tons 
Worth $2,779,053, in the year 1808, to a 
total of 18,087 tons, worth $1,522,642, hi 
In the year 18!)!); and that for the seven 
months, from June 1 to December 31, the 
shipments have fallen from a total of 20,- 
000 tons, worth ?l,t!7!),222. In 1808, to a 
total of -1,004 tons, worth $303, !).">!, In 1SD9; 
and the number of men has been, we be- 
lieve, for the period in question, less by 
one thousand than It would have 'been had 
the eight-hour law not come Into force. 

"(6) That the etTect of this diminution of 
output and employment has been, and la 
now, grent distress among the merchants, 
hotel men, those engaged In the building 
trades, manufacturing, transportation, and 
professional lines of business, all of which 
suffer In sympathy with the depression of 
the staple Industry of the district. 

(7) Thnt the utmost harmony and good- 
will existed between the miners and their 
■employers up to the time of the enactment 
of this measure; and that complaints as 
to the condition of the mines, or us to 
the rate of wages, were seldom or never 
heard. 

"18) Thnt the news of the passage of the 
measure In question was received in the 
Slocan riding with astonishment. There 
had never been any agitation In favor of 
such n change; no request for it; no men- 
tion of it. 

"Members of our board, familiar with 
the whole history of political discussion on 
the platform and through the press iu this 
district for the past ten years, declare that 
they never saw nor heard a suggestion put 
forward by any one that such a change 
should be made. 

"We have moreover been Informed that 
this amendment was brought before the 
mining committee of your honorable bouse 
during the session of 1839, and that that 
committee, composed, presumably, of the 
members of the house best acquainted with 
the mining industry, und best qualified to 
judge of the expediency of the proposed 
amendments, refused to report lu favor of 
It. 

"(0) Thnt the rate of wages paid in the 
Slocan camp, prior to the passage of this 
enactment, was $3.50 per day, which was a 
rate fifty cents per day higher than was 
paid In the neighboring camps. 

"(10) \, e beg to call special attention to 
:hiri fact, that the mines of the Slocan 
camp are nearly all worked by means of 
tunnels. There are few deep shafts, and as 
a rub' perfect ventilation. 

"(11) We submit that In any case the 
eight-hour shift Is no adequate guarantee 
against Injury to the health of the men. 
Bight hourB Is entirely too long for men 
to remain In workings where the air is 
foul; and the remedy for such a state of 
things where it exists Is to be found Ln 
the greater rigidity ot Inspection, and a 
more vigorous enforcement of the law lu re- 
gard to ventilation, 

"(1"-') In tunnel mines that are well ven- 
tilated, It cannot he pretended that labor 
Is any more exhausting than are many 
kinds of outdoor employment, while the 
danger of accident and the exposure to 
the extremities of temperature are much 
less. Men once accustomed to mining are 
unwilling to take outdoor work, 

"(13) Hence whether this enactment Is re- 
garded as a privilege extended to miners 
us a protection, or as a restriction Intended 
to limit their wage-earning power, there 
Is not, it seems to us, the slightest reason 
why It should be applied to miners any 
more than to men engaged in the construc- 
tion of railways, to lumbermen, carpenters 
or fishermen. 

"(14) The mines of the Slocan camp are 
all nearly nigh up in the mountains. The 
man employed cannot live ln town, or es- 
tablish homes, within reach. The lime be- 
tween shifts can only be spent In the bunk 
houses, where the means of recreation or 
enjoyment are limited. 

"No Sundays arc kept at the mines be- 
•a ii so the men are unwilling tp have an 
idle day, nor would they be willing to 
snhmlt at all to the shortening of the day, 
except for the notion that the owners can 
be compelled to pay as much for an eight 
as for a ten-hour day. 

"(If)) Your petitioners submit that where- 
as the miners were at llrst indifferent or 
opposed to the measure, they have since 
by the agitation and by the persistent and 
Strenuous efforts of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, and to no small extent by 
coercion, gathered into union 
are now demanding the retention or enforce- 
ment of the law, with at the same time the 
same rate of wages that formerly obtained 
for the ten hour its£.--- 

. "We submit that the Western Federation 
of Miners Is at. alien corporation, having 
its headquarters nnd the great bulk of Its 
membership In a foreign country, and that 
its avowed and loudly declared purpose Is 
to compel all mine owners and managers 
everywhere to submit unconditionally to Its 
dictation, to work their mines subject to 
the Inspection of their agents and to dis- 
miss from their employ all men not mem- 
bers of the organization. 



the history of this society, as according to 
common report U has been exemplltled lu 
portions of the neighboring state of Idaho, 
where its membership has committed deeds 
of violence nnd crime, culminating In the 
destruction of mills and mining works by 
dynamite, and the murder of unoffending 
men. - 
. "That the law and authority of that state 
were In the Cour d'Alene camps set at de- 
Bance, nnd those districts are now, and 
have been for the Inst nine months, under 
martial law, aud garrisoned by United 
States troops, and sre now as a conse- 
quence, as we arc Informed, ln the enjoy- 
ment of a period of peace and prosperity 
not known under the dictatorship of t&e 
unions there. 

"(17) The rate of wages offered by the 
mines of the Slocan Is the same as Is paid 
In the neighboring camps of Nelson and 
ltossland (and for some classes of wark, a 
higher rate), and is a rate that would be 
accepted by men in the province, by men 
from Eastern Canada, from the United 
States and from Great Britain; And It Is 
only by the persistent efforts of the un- 
ions, exerted In th" form of persuasion, 
warning, threats aud intimidation, thnt 
such meu have been kept OUI of the mines. 

"(18) The advertisements of the unions, 
warning men to keep out of aud away from 
the Slocan camps, have been circulated 
everywhere, some of those circulated' lu 
Eastern Canada containing the statement 
thnt It is contrary to the lows of British 
Columbia for men to come into tile province 
nnder a contract to perforin labor. The 
agents of the union are on guaid at every 
depot and steamboat landing, watch every 
boat and train, laboring men travelling 
anywhere In the district are witched and 
followed, aud compelled to account for 
their movements, ir intending to go to 
work In any mine, which Is not working lu 
conformity with the demands of the 
unions, the meu are beset with persuasion, 
and warning ami Intimidation, and where 
these are not successful, they are assaulted 
with foul abuse, and with thinly -disguised 
threats of vengeance. And It lias only 
been, we believe, for lac": of provocation 
and lack of opportunity that so far actual 
conflict and violence have not ocucrred. 

"(19) The threat has been plainly made 
and published In the local papers of the 
district, that business or professional men 
showing lack of sympathy with the unions 
will be marked for their displeasure, und 
prominent merchants have been waited up- 
on by oflicers of the unions and told that 
they were suspected of advising men to go 
to work In the mines, and that If this was 
proved against them the miner's union 
could nnd would ruin them, 
reached a point ln this district where It Is 
Intolerable. We consider that all combin- 
ations either to force the rate of wages up 
down are against public policy, and 
should be to the greatest possible extent 
discouraged by law. But we hold that In- 
terference with the Individual rights of 
men (who are not discriminated against by 
lal Dominion or Provincial legislation) 
>ek employment where they please, and 
on such terms as they choose to accept, is 
an outrage that cannot be allowed in this 
country, and if persisted ln, must Inevita- 
bly lend to such deplorable results as have 
occurred In the Coeur d'Alene camps. 

"(21) The Kaslo board of trade about twe 
mouths since made an effort to bring about 
a settlement of the difficulty, and succeed- 
ed in getting together representatives of 
the owners and of the men In amicable con- 
ference. The result of this effort is now 
public property. At that meeting it was 
stated In the presence of the delegates, 
that there was asolutely nothing hi dis- 
pute except the rate of wages. 

"The mine owners made an offer to give 
the rate of wages demanded by the men, 
for nil classes of work except drilling, for 
which they would divide the difference of 
Ufty cents per day that existed between 
them. This offer of the mine owners we 
consider to have been liberal, aud it was 
generally so considered by all disinterested 
people; and according to a published report, 
that we have not seen contradicted, at a 
meeting of miners, called to consider this 
proposition, the vote stood 137 to 17 In 
favor of acceptance. Notwithstanding this 
vote, however, the proposition was not ac- 
cepted by the unions, but a counter propo- 
sition was made, viz., that they would ac- 
cept the rate of $3.^5 only for drillers In 
slopes, all other drillers to get the full' 
rate of $3.50 per day; that representatives 
of the miners' unions should be allowed to 
Inspect the mines once a month; that mine 
owners should employ meu only on the 
scale of competency given by the men of 
the unions; and that the agreement should 
be terminable upon thirty days' notice, con- 
ditions which were inserted contrary to the 
explicit understanding had at the jolut 
meeting, and that there was nothing except 
the rate of wages lu dispute. 

"(22) We believe that a change ln the 
law In the direction that we have suggest- 
ed, which would simply be putting the 
eight-hour day on the same footing as the 
ten-hour day has hitherto been upon, 
would be satisfactory to the mine owners, 
and to many of the miners, we believe to 
the grent majority of the miners who lire 
citizens of this country; thnt it would leud 
to nu Immediate settlement of the diffi- 
culty, nnd to rcsumptlo.i of the work with 
the 1'ull rate of the wages formerly paid. 

"(23) We believe that In densely popu- 
lated countries, where avenues for the em- 
ployment of labor arc few, the policy of 
lessoning the hours of labor, with a view of 
giving employment to a larger number of 
people, may be justifiable. But In this 
province, with Its paucity of population aud 
Its plethora of natural wealth awaiting de- 
velopment, the very opposite is true; aud 
men of Industry and thrift should not be 
debarred from the privilege of supplement- 
ing their ordinary earnings by the proceeds 
of overtime work. 
"(2-1) At the same time we believe thnt 
the establlshmment o« eight hours as a 
standard day's work (which standerd would 
be operative In all cases where a greater 
length of day was not specifically contract- 
ed for) would have a powerful moral ef- 
fect In fixing that as the ordinary length of 
a shfTv, so that after a few years, without 
apparent violence or Injustice, and without 
a wanton and arbitrary interference with 
the right of contract anil with the personal 
liberty that nil men of mature age are sup- 
posed to have, of regulating their own 
hours of labor, all of the good purposes that 
are contemplated by the advocates of the 
measure as It now stands will be brought 
about.

THE WAR. 

Up to a late hour last evening no news 
had come from Natal, or at least none 
had been given out to the public. It is 
incredible that the war oUlce has not 
been ndvisod as to what is going on, but 
all leaks in the telegraphic communica- 
tion appear to have been stopped. The 
impression in London on Monday and 
Tuesday was that Sunday's news was 
substantially correct although no con- 
firmation was made public. The sugges- 
tion is made that Bullet- is advancing on 
Ladysmith by a more round-about way 
than that by way of Spion Kop. Be- 
tween that elevation and the mountain 
range forming the eastern boundary of 
the Free State there is a piece of coun- 
try which is intersected by roads. All 
the maps are so unreliable as to distances 
that one can only surmise how wide this 
comparatively level area is. ■ It may be 
ten miles or it may be twenty. None of 
the maps make it less than the former, 
and one of them indicate the latter. 
This level area exteuds northward around 
the plateau, which terminates in Spion 
Kop, and then eastward by way of Ac- 
ton Home* to Ladysmitli. The des- 
patches of about ten days ago spoke of 
Dundonald'a Horse being in the neigh- 
borhood of Acton Homes, ami if he was 
there, he must have gone around by the 
route, which it is suggested Buller is fol- 
lowing, , 

Almost as close a watch is being kept 
upon the news sent out from Cape Col- 
ony, as upon that from Natal; but what 
little does leak out is satisfactory. Sir 
Alfred Miluer says lie is very uopefu 
and that Lord Roberts shares his views 
If the plan carried out is that which ha 
been outlined, namely, the seizure of the 
bridge at Nerval's Pont and the acquisi 
tion of the control of the railway 
Bloonifonteui and Pretoria, there will 
either be some sharp lighting or a large 
force of Boers will surrender.

FREEDOM OF DEBATE. 

Scarcely a day passes in the legi 
lature without something being done I 
impair that degree of freedom of debat 
which is supposed to be inherent i 
every British subject. By freedom of 
debate we do not mean unlimited scope 
for discussion on any subject that may 
be brought up, nor do we menu liberty 
to employ violent epithets or the lan- 
guage of personal abuse, but only the 
right of every member to discuss every 
subject in his own way. The most ex- 
traordinary ideas seem to prevail upon 
this matter, not only upon the part of 
Mr. Speaker Forster, but on that of 
many other gentlemen in the house. We 
think it is due largely to lack of experi- 
ence on the part of members. They do 
not know how other legislatures are 
carried on, and they come to the house 
without any education along these lines. 
We can say to them with all sincerity 
that if they would take the trouble to 
inform themselves on this subject they 
would learn that in older legislative 
bodies than that of this province restric- 
tions upon debate are almost wholly un- 
known, except when the person address- 
ing the house clearly travels out into 
matters not germane to the subject, or 
where he employs language not compat- 
ible with the rules of respectable discus- 
sion. Free debate is absolutely essen- 
tial if the various subjects of discussion 
are to be properly dealt with, if the 
matured opinions of members are to be 
made known, and if the public is to be 
informed of the reasons why action on 
any subject is taken by their representa- 
tives. We do not suppose that honor- 
able members really appreciate how im- 
portant it is that freedom of debate 
should be secured under any circum- 
stances. Better that there should be a 
little disorder than that the liberty of 
the people should be curtailed, and it is 
certainly curtailed when the representa- 
tives of the people are not allowed to 
express themselves with freedom on the 
lloor of the legislature. 



It is hi he hoped that something will 
be put in the estimates at Ottawa this 
year to provide fur the dredging of the 
harbor of Victoria. Nothing has bee; 
done in this way since the present gov 
eminent came into power, aud even Mr. 
Tarte will admit that the people of thi: 
city have been reasonably patient in this 
regard. The committee appointed by the 
board of trade to gather facts bearing 
upon the immediate need of harbor im- 
provements will undoubtedly soon be able 
to present a valuable report, anil 
shall not anticipate anything which 
may contain. We bring the subject up 
to-day in order that it may be kept before 
the public. Victoria has been dealt with 
very harshly by the present Dominion 
government, not only in regard to its 
harbor, but in other particulars, and it is 
time that her citizens entered a very 
vigorous protest. We must do all in our 
power to strengthen the hands of our 
representatives and it might be desirable, 
after the committee above mentioned has 
reported, to prepare and forward to Ot- 
tawa a strong petition asking for an ap- 
propriation. We suggest also that when- 
ever the harbor is again dredged it should 
be by a pumping dredge and that the 
sediment should be deposited at the head 
of the James Bay Hats, where it could 
be held in place by a bulkhead of brush 
and sheet piling, which would be inex- 
pensive. It is understood that good deal 
of silt is constantly finding its way into 
the harbor, and this will make an excel- 
lent tilling for the tide flats. There will 
bo no difference of opinion as to the 
necessity of something being done for the 
harbor immediately. Even the most ar- 
dent advocate of the Sorby scheme will 
agree witli us that it will be unfair to 
Victoria to bo. pHi^ 1 to wait any longer 
for such improvements as can be made by' 
a reasonable appropriation this year. 



The shutting down of the War Eagle 
and Centre Star mines will be a very ser- 
ious tiling for Rosslnud anil Trail, not- 
withstanding Hie fact that the intention 
is to instnl a more extensive plant. The 
discharge of a large number of employees 
from these mines, and possibly in conse- 
quence from the Trail smelter coupled 
wiih the interruption of work through 
the working of the eight-hour law is an 
unfortunate thing for Kootenay. 



The Yukon Sun congratulates the 
Canadian Development Company upon 
getting mail through from Bennett to 
Dawson in eight days, and says it be- 
lieves the superintendent of the service 
when he says he will soon hnve the 
route covered in eight days. It is quite 
a new thing to look forward to getting 
n letter from Victoria to Dawson in ten 
days in the winter time. Next winter, 
when trains are running to White Horse, 
the time will be still further reduced. 



The warmest supporters of Mr. Semlin 
concede that ho is sitting beneath a poli- 
tical sword of Damocles.

The petition of the Kaslo board of 
trade regarding the eight-hour law is one 
that cannot very easily be set aside, for 
it comes from a community which is in 
very close touch with the mining indus- 
try. The suggestion in the petition is 
that eight hours shall be the standard 
day's work and that no penalty shall be 
imposed where men work over time by 
agreement. A compromise along some 
such line as this may be found possible 
We believe that the great majority of 
the miners are quite ready to go to work 
again on the old terms if they could legal- 
ly do so.

In the Atlin Claim of January (i 
strong plea is made for a public hospital 
iu that camp.

Hitchcock came down from Atlin last 
fall, she urged upon tho government as 
strongly as she could the necessity for 
providing hospital accommodation there.

They do exist— that 
s the exact word — in very considerable 
lumbers, trying to live out the very rigid 
winter on provisions, in many cases alto- 
gether inadequate for their maintenance 
in decent comfort and health. Already 
three eases of scurvy arc reported from 
Spruce creek, and doubtless there are 
many other cases more or less in nn in- 
cipient stage. There are also known to 
1)0 several severe cases of frost-bit 
two men having already lost a part of 
a foot each. That there will be lot 
more sickness and accident goes without 
saying in an inclement section like this 
and the question will " not " down 
What provision is made, or can be made 
to meet the exigency ? The matter will 
admit of no delay, and an answer is de- 
manded right now. What are we going 
to do about it ? In the sacred mime of 
humanity, the sick and perishing must 
be succoured, even if the well have 
RO hungry, but is not the burden too 
heavy to bear for this poor and sub 
scnption -saddled community 

Our contemporary urges thai a public 
meeting be held and that the govern- 
ment be asked to appropriate at least 
$1,000 towards a hospital, the money to

License Act Further Considered 
-Prohibition District About 
Every Church. 



Practically nil of yesterday afternoon 
was spent by the legislature in resumed 
committee on the Liquor License Act 
amendment bill, the most material change 
in the measure being secured at the in- 
stance of Mr. McPhillips, who carried 
through a motion to the effect that no 
place for the sale of liquor shall here- 
after be established within 300 feet of 
any church, school, or other religious or 
educational institution. The government 
also intimated an intention of meeting 
the wishes of the public by further re- 
ducing the fees for rural houses. The 
hill will probably go over to-day to per- 
mit of its being reprinted as already 
amended, and the debte resumed on the 
motion for second reading of the Goal 
.Mines Regulation bill. There are night 
sessions announced for the remainder of 
the current week.

MINING IN ATLIN. 
In reply to the resolution of Mr. Mc- 
Bride, asking for a return of corres- 
pondence between II is Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and the executive coun- 
cil, with reference to the Bennett Lake 
and Atlin mining divisions, and their ad- 
ministration, 

Hon. Mr. Semlin informed the house 
that there "is no such correspondence on 
record, but 1 present herewith certain 
amendments to the Placer Mining Act 
csted by His Honor, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, after his return from the said 
mining districts." 

The memorandum is dated the 15th 
tlugust, ISO!), at Government House, Vic- 
toria, addressed to the Provincial Sec- 
retary, and reads: 

"1 have the honor to invite your atten- 
tion to the memoranda hereunder of stig- 
sted amendments to the Placer Mining 
\xt, and to ask that you lay the same 
before my executive council for consid- 
eration: 

1. Free miners' certificates for British 
subjects— entitling the holder to all 
privileges of u free miner — should not 
have an affidavit of citizenship thereon, 
to be adiuinstered by the gold commls- 
ioner at the time of issuance. Miners' 
certificates for aliens should be on paper 
of a distinctly different color. 

All claims should be numbered and 
recorded by number, and not by name 
it present. 

!. Discovery claims should be allowed 
to one person, -100 feet along the creel

— Additional 
particulars of the drowning of Capt. 
Hansen, "the Flying Dutchman," and 
companion were received In u letter 
dated Clnyoquot, February 1, yesterday. 
James Moir, of Alberni. Capt. Hansen 
and a man named Donohue were cross- 
ing Kyuquot Sound in a canoe on the 
Tth January, when the frail craft was 
struck by a sudden squall, precipitating 
the occupants and goods into the water. 
Moir sank almost immediately, but the 
other two clung to the boat. Hansen 
finally fell off from sheer exhaustion, but 
Donohue clung to the canoe until 
washed ashore. It is thought that the 
bodies of the two who were drowned 
will not bo recovered, they likely being 
washed out to sea.

"The present form cuul-iuZ stipulations 
that unnecessarily hamper and restrict 
those engaged in hydraulic operations, 
and so discourage investment of capital 
in that direction, without any correspond- 
ing advantage to the public insofar as I 
can see. I enclose the form of lease at 
present issued, and would suggest that 
something in the nature of the follow- 
ing clause might advantageously be sub- 
stituted for the parts therein ruled out: 
" ' shall and will during the con- 
tinuance of the term hereby granted, 
save where prevented by stress of weath- 
er or unavoidable accident, or granted 
permission by the gold commissioner of 
the district, represent and in a thorough- 
ly miner-like and effectual manner, work 
and mine for the precious metals and 
minerals in and upon and under all and 
singular the premises hereby demised or 
intended so to be, and shall and will ex- 
pend upon the premises hereby demised 
or in such manner as shall conduce to the 
development of the same, a sum of Sl,- 
000 at least in each and every years dur- 
ing the continuance of the said term. 
Provided, however, that should the leasee 
or his assigns form a company for the 
purpose of acquiring, developing and 
working adjacent mining ground which 
has been or shall be demised under a 
separate mining lease or leases, then the

"0. Only one record should be granted 
of any one claim, making provision, how- 
ever, for any other claimant to apply to 
the gold commissioner or a judge to set 
aside a prior record on the ground that 
the same was improperly made, or lias 
become forfeit. 

"I make these suggestions for consid- 
eration of council as a result of personal 
observation during my recent visit to 
Atlin, of the working and effect of tin; 
Placer .Mining Act and regulations, on 
the development of the district, and as a 
result also of conversation had with ex- 
perienced and reliable miners and mining 
engineers resident there. In this con- 
nection I may be permitted to say that 
while I strongly approve of the reserva- 
tion uf our placer mines for British sub- 
jects only, nevertheless I think that 
leases of placer ground that is suitable 
tor hydraulic grounds apparently cannot 
be worked out for a long period of years, 
and a speedy development of the mining 
district would result from encouraging 
extensive hydraulicing operations. As 
stated in my letter of yesterday I thor- 
oughly endorse Mr. Graham's sugges- 
tion as to modifying the terms of the 
mining leases at present issued, namely: 

" 'Sub-section 02 has been complied 
with and 1 would suggest that rentals be 
fixed at .$50 per annum, and that some 
modification be made in the requirements 
as lo expenditure. I. might point out that 
the first years of operating the large plac- 
er grounds considerable expenditure has 



to annual rent shall continue and remain 
in force for each parcel of miiilng ground 
separately demised.' 

" 'And that lie will permit the gold 
commissioner for the district, or any per- 
son or persons authorized by him, during 
the said term to enter in and upon the 
said premises from time to time, as may 
seem reasonable or expedient to the said 
commissioner, for the purpose of viewing 
the workings and watching the progress 
of the work, nnd will permit him or 
them to examine the state and condition 
whether the said lesee or his assigns are 
working the premises in accordance with 
the covenants, conditions and agreements 
herein contained. Provided always and 
these presents are upon the express con- 
dition that if the said lessee or his as- 
signs shall fail to pay the rent herein- 
before provided for the payment of the 
same, or if default shall be made in any 
of the covenants, conditions and agree- 
ments herein contained, then this demise 
shall become forfeited, and these pre- 
sents and the term hereby granted shall 
absolute cease anil determine and be 
void, and it shall be lawful for the gold 
commissioner of the district immediately 
thereupon to re-enter into and upon the 
premises, without any compensation to 
the said lessee or his assigns for work 
done or improvements made to tho said 
premises. 

"'In witness whereof, etc, etc. 
"I have only to add that I shall! be 
pleased to further discuss the suggestions 
hereby submitted at any such time as my 
ministers may desire." 

LIQUOR LICENSE BILL. 

Committee on the Liquor License Act. 
amendment bill was then resumed, with 
Mr. McBride as chairman, the bill being 
taken up at section 5. To this Mr. 
Helmcken proposed a substitute section, 
the effect of which would bo to make 
sub-section (c) and (d) of section 15 in- 
operative as to applicants for renewal of 
licenses. These sub-sections provide for 
applicants securing the petition and affi- 
davit of interested residents in support 
of their applications, and for the giving 
of bonds by the applicants in guarantee 
of good behaviour. 

The house unanimously approved the 
cancellation of the fresh affidavit require- 
ment, but several members favored the 
retention of the bond as properly for 
the protection of the public, Mr. Booth 
introducing an amendment: to the amend- 
ment in this behalf, and his views being 



supported by Mr. McPhillips and Mr 
.Joseph Martin. 

Mr. I'ooley proposed still another 
amendment, virtually cancelling section 
10 in its entirety— as regarded the 
newul of licenses, he held that these 
should he obtained by payment of the 
foes to the chief license inspector of the 
district, who sherld be authorized 
renew without further formality unless 
complaint should have been preferred 
against the house. 

The latest amendment to the amend- 
ment was lost on its presentation to tho 
committee; whereupon Mr. Booth ap 
pealed for the retention of section 15 in 
its original form— which would mean 
that there should be no repeal of the 
bond provision. 

This was not accepted by the govern 
ment. 

Next Mr. Eberts moved for the elimin- 
ation of sub-section (b) of section 15, 
making provision for each applicant 
securing an affidavit of the neighbors to 
the effect that he is 21 years of age and 
has never been convicted of felony. 

This after some brief discussion was 
agreed to. 

Returning again to the bond provision, 
Mr. Joseph Martin urged that to destroy 
this safeguard was to strike a blow at 
temperance. 

" I am not an extreme temperance man 
myself," bo said, "but I have always 
supported and always will support such 
reasonable restrictions upon liquor sell- 
ing as will make it as far as possible a 
responsible business." 

Messrs. Kellie and Deane favored the 
repeal of the bond provision, on tho 
ground that the remaining machinery of 
the act was sufficient to exclude undesir- 
able applicants; - while Mr. A. W, 
Smith held that the alleged safeguard 
was of no practical value in any event 

Mr. Ilolnicken's amendment having 
been accepted by the house, 

Mr. Poolcy proposed a new section as 
follows: 

I " Every licensee under this act may 
, renew his license by paying the license 
j fee to the chief license inspector of the 
district on any day prior to the termina- 
i tion of the existing license, but such in- 
I specior shall be at liberty to refuse to 
I accept the said fee if he has any com- 
i plaint to make against the said licensee, 
i or if it has come to his knowledge that 
[ any person is about to prefer a com- 
plaint against the said licensee before 
! the license commissioners." 
i The amendment was explained ns for 
! the purpose of making it unnecessary 
j for applicants for renewals to go before 
the commissioners; and wns opposed by 
the Premier as nullifying the necessity 
for and jurisdiction of tho commission- 
ers. Hon. Mr. Cotton held that the pro- 
; posal was unnecessary, while Hon. Mr. 

Semlin thought it struck at the entire 
■ principle of the bill, besides which there 
were departmental objections to license 
moneys being paid to the inspectors. 

Mr. Pooley— Well, pay the fees to the 
government agent; or finance minister, 
I then. 

I Tho amendment was rejected. 

On the section applying to applications 
at other than regular times, 
j Mr. Booth described the section as a 
j mistake, the effect of which would be to 
I relieve applicants at regular times of 
I paying a fee of $10 In the government, 
j Mr. I-Iiggins— This applies only to ap- 
plicants for the first time? 
Hon. Mr. Henderson — Yes. 
j Mr. J. Martin supported Mr. Booth's 
I view, nnd Mr. Kellie opposed the views 
expressed by him and by the member for 
North Victoria. 

" Mining towns grow rapidly," he said. 
" and must have hotel accommodation." 

Mr. Prentice endorsed Mr. Joseph 
Martin's view of the case. 

Mr. Turner observed that " this sec- 
tion really does the government out of a 
fee of $10." 

To dispose of the question an amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. Helmcken was 
accepted, to (he effect that only original 
applicants pay the $10 fee. 

Mr. Joseph Martin moved that the fee 
of $10 be raised to $20, and that a man 
who applied out of tho regular time shall 
pay an additional bonus. 

Mr. Kellie challenged the right of a 
private member to introduce such a 
motion. 

Mr. Helgesen opposed the amendments 
with a declaration that no more unpopu- 
lar act had passed into law last session 
than this. (Laughter.) 

" Come and sit on this side," called 
some one on the opposition benches. 

Mr. Helgesen— It is- no use making the 
act worse than before.

By Indians. 



Aboriglnles, Who Adopted Cus- 
toms of White Men, Mur- 
dered by Indians. 



Dixon and Mason Reported Dead 
on Hay Mountain, Reach 
Laketon. 



Word has been received by the depart- 
ment of Iudiun Affairs uud by the police 
authorities, of fresh trouble— this time 
very serious in its character— among the 
Indiana of the upper Liurd, probably two- 
thirds of whom tire still doggedly resist- 
ing the inroads of civilization. Natural- 
ly the progressive 1 oue-third of the native 
population are subjected to considerable 
persecution, and it is stated by the ad- 
vices just to hand, brought via Dease 
Lake, by special messenger to Indian 
Agent Todd, that tbiri has culminated in 
the murder oil se»t:n members of aSaotch- 
Iudian family of hulf-breeds by the name 
of McTavish. 

The story as related by the special 
messenger and mail bearer, E. T. Pope, 
who reached Victoria some days ago, in- 
dicate that the original massacre may al- 
to hare been followed by the sacrifice of 
Stewart, an Indian policeman, and two 
companions, despatched from Laketon to 
apprehend the leaders among the savago 
aborigines. 

Since the McTavish family adopted 
many o fthe customs and beliefs of the 
whites, the euinity of their barbarity-lov- 
ing tribesfolk has become more and more 
intense, until with the coming of an epi- 
demic of scurvy last fall, they were ripe 
for serioiits mischief. Two old hags, 
prompted undoubtedly by the vengeful 
medicine men of the tribe, for whom the 
'lavishes, it was agreed that there had 
tempt, seized the opportunity to start the 
ery that the sickness and death had been 
brought about by wTtchcraft— a word that 
never fails to arouse the unreasoning hos- 
tility of the superstitious savages of the 
far-northern wilds. 

It was not thought necessary to ' try 
for such a crime. A council was held, 
the fact beiug kept secret 'from the Me- 
Tavishes! it was agreed that there had 
been no scurvy before the white men 
came; the fact was emphasized that the 
McTavishee followed in the ways of the 
whites; and thereupon they were con- 
demned and a night attack planned for 
their destruction. 

Setting fire to the McTavish home, th« 
savages shot their victims as they es- 
caped from the less cruel flames, only 
one of the family o'f eight succeeding in 
reaching the shelter of the forest, and 
ultimately the Uasca Trading Co.'s store 
at Laketon.of which Mr. Pope is manager. 
Indian Constable Stewart with two men 
started out at once under the guidance 
of the sole survivor of the hapless family 
to arrest the murderers, and the trio had 
not returned when Air. Pope left his 
isolated home in the North, Commis- 
sioner Porter, of Telegraph Creek, wds 
understood to be preparing to send an 
effective posse to solve the mystery and 
take energetic action in the case. 

Mr. Pope also brings word that Capt. 
Dixon and Mr. Mason, who were report- 
ed lost on Hay mountain some two 
months ago, are alive and well. They 
had started from McDame Creek for 
Laketon, provisioned for eight days, and 
intending to go in over the ice. The 
river re-opened suddenly, however, and 
for days (their provisions being exhaust- 
ed) the unfortunate travellers subsisted 
on tea leaves and lard, ultimately reach- 
ing Laketon, where they were well eared 
for. Thence they went down to Tele- 
graph with Mr. Pope, who left them 
following him more leisurely down the 
Slikine with a dog team. 

CHINA ARRIVES. 

Big White Liner Reached the Quaran- 
tine Station Yesterday Afternoon. 

R.M.S. Empress of China, Cnpt. Archi- 
bald, R.N.R., arrived at the Quarantine 
.station yesterday afternoon. She had 25 
saloon passengers, 13 intermediate and 
101 steerage. Her cargo consisted of 
2,320 bales of silk, 27!) cases of silk, 41 
cases of cigars, and 2,410 tons general 
cargo. The saloon passengers were as 
follows: Mons. Eugene Aneel, Madame 
Ancel, A. R. Bodley, W. E. Cotter, A. S. 
Crawley, It. Dubuffet, Mrs. N. C. Fergu- 
son, Win. A. Harris, Z. Horikoski, Dr. 
Lanfer, P. Lagrange, 8. Onodera, K. 
Osheam, W. Otsuka, Mr. and Mrs. Rin- 
man, T. Saito, K. Sano, N. Takatsuji, R. 
Takahashi, T. Takemura, J. B. Van 
Haly, T. Wade, T. Vamanobe. The 
China was at the Quarantine station 
about seven hours before proceeding to 
Vancouver. Messrs. Bodley, Crawley 
and Harris mid about 40 steerage pas- 
senger were landed here. 



MARINE NOTES. 



Schooner Emma and Louise to Again Fly 
the Stars and Stripes. 

The schooner Emma and Louise is to 
again change her flag. Last year the 
Canadian Enwign replaced the Star and 
Stripes at her masthead, her owners, a 
Seattle company, believing that a Cana- 
dian schooner could better operate as a 
sealer. Now they want her for the Cape 
Nome trade and will replace her name on 
the American register. She will leave 
for Seattle this morning. 

Collier Titania from Nanaimo arrived 
at San Francisco on the :3rd. 
The Tees leaves for thy North to-night. 
The Walla-Walla is due from San 
Francisco to-night. The Queen leaves 
for San Francisco on the 8th. 

The C.P.N. Company will commence 
the day service between here and Van- 
couver on 20th inst. The Islander will 
leave here at 7 a.m. every day except 
Monday, and the boat that now leaves at 
11 p.m. Sunday night will leave one hour 
later. No change will be made in the 
time of leaving Vancouver. 

Having laid up in Port Townsend to 
escape the storm the steamer Victorian 
did not arrive until ten yesterday morn 
ing, nnd even at that encountered i 
heavy cross-sea in the straits, which, 
however, did not delay her. Capt. Clancy 
and Pilot Gutter say she behaved splen- 
didly. The Rosalie, from Skagway, aiuj 
the North Pacific, from Vancouver, 
caught the full force of the blow enter- 
ing the Sound and both were consider- 
ably damaged. 

Collier Mnttenaw, which is now load- 
ing, is to tow her sister collier the 
Washtenaw, now at Port Angeles to San 
Francisco. The Mnttenaw picked the 
Washtenaw tip off Race Rocks with her 
shaft broken, and although both colliers 
belong to the same company the insur- 
aiK'e people', will have to pay salvage.

SABLE ISLAND PONIES. 

Like Those on Sculptures of Nineveh 
Island— Rats That Desert Sink- 
ing Ships.

"The story of animal life on Sahle Is- 
land is strange. Roaming the sandy 
wastes are herds of wild ponies guarded 
by pntriarohial stallions. These ponies 
resemble the horses on the sculptures of 
Nineveh, and approach the beholder 
see: lingly out of the framework of an- 
tiquity. They are stocky and remarkable 
for their long manes, which in instances 
have been known to grow to the length 
of three yards. These ponies arc the 
remnant or a stock thought to have been 
left by some Portuguese fishermei.— 
'Portlngttlls' the old records quaintly call 
them— who touched at the island on their 
fishing expeditions at even an earlier 
date than the Marquis de la Rouehe. At 
one time there were from four hundred 
to five hundred wild ponies 011 the island, 
but their number has been decreased by 
exportation, the severity of the winters, 
and, some people think, by th" importa- 
tion of improved domesticated stallions 
which have made the stock less hardy 
and consequently more susceptible to 
death from exposure. There are now be- 
tween eighty and u 'hundred wild ponies 
and about thirty for domestic use. 
Mounted on ponies, the life-savers gal- 
lop over the dunes nnd among the hil- 
locks on their long patrols, nnd the life- 
boats are drawn to the scones of ship- 
wreck by teams of five ponies, three at 
the shaft nnd two leaders. Some of the 
wild ponies are sent to Halifax every 
year or two, and are sold at auction at 
an average price of from $15 to §18. 

"The T'ortingalls' also stocked the is- 
land with cattle, which increased so 
rapidly that people from the mainland 
made expeditions to tho island nnd re- 
turned with enough live stock to make 
their trips most profitable. At one time 
the island was- quite overrun with rab 
bits. Then fwo rat-Infested Norwegian 
vessels were wrecked there and .he rats 
swimming ashore, began to exterminate 
the rabbits and to attack the govern- 
ment stores. Cats were then imported 
from Halifax to kill the rats, and after 
a while the cats increased so in number 
that 'dogs were imported to kill the cats. 
Latterly the Island was again overrun 
with rats from wrecked vessels, and 
another cargo of oats was imported from 
Halifax. Once there were pigs 011 ! the 
wjutij but. they have been exterminated, 
boearise thoy"lrnd 1 become ghouls feast- 
ing 011 thoTi-maiivi of eastnwavsi Death 
in its most horrid forms is always the 
I burden of Sable Island's story'."

As the government had given consent 
specially to Mr. Helmckcn's amendment 
but opposed Mr. Martin's, the chairman 
ruling the latter out of order.

Mr. Booth proposed to allow all parties 
within a radius of five miles to have a 
voice in the granting or refusing of a 
new license where one already existed in 
the district, this failing however to se- 
cure the approval of the house. 

A radical change was next proposed by

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THE VICTORIA CROSS. 

Sonic Men Privileged to Wear the De- 
coration that Every Soldier As- 
pires To. 

Loudon, .Jan. IS. — Lord Roberts of 
Kandahar, who is in command of the 
biggest British army that 'ever took the 
field, is a little man, as every one knows, 
and there is not much room left on his 
coat for additional medals. But of all 
the honors which a genuinely fond public 
lias given to him, and will shower upon 
liiui later, if he fulfils their hope* in the 
tt'ransvanl, the simplest, the least expen- 
sive intrinsically, and by far the most 
democratic, is the one for which, if ne- 
cessary, you may bo sure he would sacri- 
fice all the others. 

It is the Victoria Cross, the first in the 
row on his breast. 

Some of the humblest men, socially and 
financially, in the Empire, have decora- 
tions just like it. But general and priv- 
ate, white man and black, each had the 
proudest moment of his life when that 
little bronze cross was laid upon his 
breast. And Lord Roberts, sailing away 
to light on the field where his only son 
had just been slain, probfcbly was sup- 
ported in his sense of loss by the consen- 
sus of opinion that the action in which 
the young man lodt hits life would have 
won for him also the Victoria Cross if 
lie had lived. 

Lord lioberts won his V.C. in the In- 
dian Mutiny, when only a lieutenant, 41 
years ago, in the course of an action that 
was unpleasant enough to be named 
Khodagunge. While the lighting was 
going on he saw two of the enemy— Se- 
poys— making off with the British colors. 
Ho was on horseback, and started after 
them, when they turned on him and aim- 
ed their muskets at him. One missed 
him; the other's gun missed fire, and by 
that time he was on them, slashing away 
with his sword. He killed one. The 
nther took to his heels, and the standard 
was safe. Only a few momnets before 
the lieutenant had saved the life of one 
of his men by cutting down a Sepoy who 
was about to kill him with a bayonet. 

Lord lioberts wears nine decorations 
on his breast on dress occasions, and how 
many more he may have no one feels 
sure; even the religiously exact Army 
List contents itself with naming tive,and 
then says breathlessly, etc., etc." 

In his portrait one sees the general s 
six medals in a row, and three orders 
beneath them. Of the medals, following 
from left to right, the first is the Vic- 
toria Cros*; the second, the India .Mut- 
iny decoration, with three bars, one for 
Delhi, one for Lucknow and one for the 
relief of Lucknow; the third is the India 
medal for 1854, with three clasps— for 
Burniah; Umbcylah and Looshai, mean- 
ing that this officer distinguished himself 
nrresh in each of these; the fourth is the 
Abyssinian medal; the tilth, the Afghan, 
and the sixth that of Kabul-Kandahar, 
in recognition of remarkable march and 
the victorious battle with Ayub Khan. 
The large decorations beneath are orders 
—two above and one below. Those 
above, again from felt to right, arc; the 
Order of the Bath and the Star of India, 
that below, the Order of the Indian Em- 
pire. 

(ion. Sir Kedvers Duller is another 
Victoria Cross man. His decoration 
was granted to him for saving three 
lives in a retreat after a battle with the 
Zulus. He was then a captain and bre- 
vet lieutenant-colonel. The Zulus were 
pressing the British troops hard, when 
an officer's horse was killed and its rider 
left in fearful danger. Duller galloped 
back, took the officer up behind him and 
carried him to a place of safety. Return- 
ing, he found a young lieutenant in pre- 
cisely the same lix, and lie did the trick 
over again. When he got back a trooper's 
animal had just fallen, exhausted, and 
for the third time Butter's horse carried 
a double load, and Duller exposed him- 
self to the enemy to save a comrade, al- 
though the Zulus were not a hundred 
ynrds away. 

Sir George White, so long 'bottled up 
in Ladysmith, won the Victoria Cross 
under Lord Roberts in Afghanistan, by 
charging a fortilied hill, taking it, hacked 
by only a few men. At this time he was 
a major in the famous Gordon High- 
landers. They advanced under a raking 
lire, and on reaching the top-of the slope 
found themselves outnumbered ten to one. 
Quick as a wink, White grabbed a rifle 
from one of his men and shot the Afghan 
chief. His followers became demoraliz- 
ed, and tiie Gordons routed them. Later 
in the same campaign, in the march to 
Kandahar. Roberts named White a 
second time in his despatches for having 
rushed on ahead of bis men and captured 
a gun. He ended by succeeding his 
superior officer in becoming commander- 
in-chief in India. 

HOW IT IS DESTOWED. * 

I asked the officer in charge of the 
medal branch of the war odlce how a 
Victoria Cross was obtained after it had 
■been won. 

"Why, there isn't as much red tape 
about h as you would fancy," he said. 
"The action as a reward for which the 
cross is given must be performed in the 
presence of the enemy," aud it is desir- 
able that the superior officer of the man 
who distinguished himself shohld have 
witnessed it. It happens sometimes, 
however, that r.o officer is present, and 
in a case like that the candidate must 
prove by his companions that ho really 
did do what he asserts that lie did. When 
bis immediate superior is satisfied that he 
ought to he rewarded be writes an ac- 
count of the business and bands it to the 
officer in command of the forces and he 
indorses the papers and sends them on to 
the war office. Here they are laid before 
Lord AVolseley, the commander-in-chief, 
who passes upon them and decides to 
which applicants the cross shall be given. 

"Of course, the cross goes most often 
to a soldier, sailor or marine, and when 
it happens that the fortunate man is in 
England he receives his medal from the 
band of the Queen herself. . If he is in 
the field, however, or on shipboard, he 
receives his decoration from the general 
or admiral in chief command on the semi- 
annual inspection day and in tile pre- 
sence of the men who were at the scene 
of h is exploit. 

"Then men who linye done brave things 
tlo apply personally'?" 

"Certainly they do. "That is in keeping 
with the spirit of the ^warrant which the 



Queen first issued, in 1S50, and which 
says that Her Majesty desires that the 
new decoration should be highly prized 
and eagerly sought alter. In that war- 
rant she said that as the third-class Order 
of the Bath was limited to the officers in 
the higher branches of the service, and 
as no way then existed to reward heroes 
adequately for meritorious actions— for 
army medals of the ordinary kind are 
given only for long service and excep- 
tional conduct— the Victoria Cross was 
instituted. 

"Sometimes it has happened that, sev- 
eral men have done a deed deserving of 
the cross, without anyone of them having 
distinguished himself above his com- 
rades. In that case the several officer's 
meet and select one officer to be drift- 
ed ; the non-commissioned officers select 
one non-commissioned officer to be decor- 
ated, and the soldiers, marines or seamen 
also gather and appoint two of their num- 
ber to receive the crosses. 

"Besides the ceremony of presentation 
In the presence of his comrades," he went 
on, 'the Victoria Cross man has his name 
mentioned in a general order from the 
war office, with the particulars of his 
heroism, and his name also appears in 
The London Gazette, likewise with an 
account of what he did, and the original 
papers are kept sacredly in the archives 
of the war office forever afterward. That 
register is probably the most democratic 
roll in Great Britain, for upon it the 
names of nobles and high placed officers 
precede and follow those of lowly pri- 
vates and drummer boys, the one as 
much honored as the other. 

"There have been erasures from thct 
roll, hut they can be made only by direct 
order of the Queen, who decides person- 
ally all cases where charges are made 
against V. C. men. Treason, cowardice, 
felony or any infamous crime arc the 
causes for which a former hero can lose 
his place in the register. The Queen 
says in her warrant: 'We, our heirs and 
successors shall be the judges of expul- 
sion or restoration.' 

CARRIES A PENSION. : 

'•Winning a Victoria Cross means a 
pension of $50 a year from the date of 
the act: for which the cross is bestowed. 
Then, in cases where holders of the cross 
become deserving of it once more, a clasp 
is added, and each clasp means an in- 
crease of $20 a year in the pension. Of 
course, dishonorable conduct on the part 
of a V. C. man deprives him of his pen- 
sion as we'll as bis place on the register." 

The number of crosses bestowed is kept 
down by a strict observance of the speci- 
fication which the Queen made in her 
original warrant in 1856, and made em- 
phatic by another in 1881, that the cross 
should be given not on account of "rank, 
nor long service, nor wounds, nor any 
other service, circumstances or condition 
save the merit of conspicuous bravery." 
Politics, said the officer, never is allowed 
to play a part in the matter. 

The Queen arranged for the establish- 
ment of the cross in 1850, the nineteenth 
year of her reign, and signified in another 
royal warrant in 1807 that crosses would 
be distributed to officers and men who 
had distinguished themselves in the in- 
surgent wars in New Zealand. In 1857 
a second royal warrant had made mem- 
bers of the East India service eligible, 
and in 1S81 came a third warrant, mak- 
ing stronger the phrase "conspicuous 
bravery," and stated that the warrant 
was issued as "some doubts had arisen" 
as to the exact qualification for the cross. 
FROM THIS CAMPAIGN. 

Although no official statement has been 
made on the subject, it is fair to assume 
that Lord Wolseley has already decided 
on a 'few at least of the V. C. winners 
of the Transvaal war. Winston Church- 
ill has been declared by the public to he 
deserving of one for his efforts in behalf 
of the wounded when the armored train 
was attacked; Trumpeter Sherlock, the 
boy who shot three Doers with a revol- 
ver, and whose example every English 
boy is dying to emulate— some of them 
having run away from school with that 
project in mind — has established a clear 
claim to one. 

More people than he himself will be 
disappointed if the "bugler boy of Elands- 
laagte" is not made a V. C. The story 
of his deed has travelled faster than his 
name, but he is true to the type of 
Napoleon's drummer boy, who "didn't 
know how to beat a retreat." Attached 
fo the Gordon Highlanders, who seem 
always to be plowling around when there 
is any storming of heights to be done, he 
it in Europe, Asia or Africa, he and they 
mounted the slope — at the crest of which 
the Doers had their stronghold— all cheer- 
ing lustily and driving everything before 
them until they reached the summit, witli 
the Devons, Manchester and Imperial 
Light Horse at their heels, when sudden- 
ly n bugle call rang out. "Cease firing! 
Retreat!" True, it was a Boer trick and 
ii Boer trumpet that was being winded 
to demoralize the "redcoats," but they 
didn't know it. The British soldier is a 
machine, who obeys without thinking, 
and he did cease firing and was about to 
retreat when this pint-measure chap 
jumped into the breach. 

"Retreat be damned!" he screamed, and 
then, lifting his bugle and putting his 
whole heart into one blow, he sent the 
"Charge!" rocketing over the hill. Some 
of the men heard the "swear" and all 
heard the bugle. They charged, and the 
Boer line was split and shattered. 
FARMER OF MA.TUBA. 

It was a drummer who had the honor 
to bo the youngest man who ever wore 
the Victoria Cross. His name was 
Michael Mngner, and his chance came at 
the storming of Mngdala, under Lord 
Napier in the Abyssinia. The path lead- 
ing to the gate of the fortress was filled 
with obstacles, and the defenders of the 
gate were pouring a withering fire over 
it. Led by the drummer boy, a small 
party climbed the hill by n circuitous 
path, forced their way through a breast- 
work of thorns and engaged the enemy, 
beating them back. Then the main body 
of the army advanced and the works 
were taken. The drummer boy was one 
of the first to enter. 

Then there is Corporal Farmer, whom 
everybody knows as "Fiirmer of Majuha 
Hill.'.'. He was a member of the Army 
Hospital Corps, and, of course, it was 
his business to look after Colloy's men 
in that ghastly massacre. Corporal Far- 
mer and his comrades had gathered, the 
wounded men together in u little hollow 
of the bill for shelter,- but the Boers wore- 
pouring bullets in everywhere, and, 'this ' 
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wounded soldiers- were tsjing. wounded a 
Second time. Farmer found a white flag 
and waved it over the little group, when 
a ball passed through his flag arm. He 
said, "Never mind, I've got another," 
and lifted the flag again in his left hand, 
when that was shot through, too. Then 
he fell, only a few yards away from Gen. 
Colley. 

"I've got tired telling the story," he 
said to me last night, when I asked him 
if he would put it in Ids own words. He 
is assistant door-keeper ut the Criterion 
theatre, and after helping to form the 
long "cue" of people that wait outside 
the pit entrance every night he guards 
one of the exits. 

" It was in February that I was shot," 
he said, "and 1 got hly cross in August. 
1 was sick in the hospital at Newcastle 
though, until last May. Yes, the Queen 
herself gave me the cross, at Osborne 
House, in the Isle of Wight. My gener- 
al went with me, and when we came in 
the Queen said: "This is one or the brav- 
est men I have, isn't he, General?' The 
general just nodded -his head. The Queen 
pinned the cross on my coat and said: 'I 
mil proud of you, and I hope you'll have 
a long life.' My arm was all bandaged 
and in splints, and she laid her hand on 
it and caressed it. 1 left the cross where 
she put it until that coat was worn out 
sn's I couldn't wear it any longer. 

"I'm a modest man," he went on. "I'm 
one of the modestest of men, but I'll say 
this to you about what I did. Most of the 
men who've won the cross have advanced 
on ambuscades or fought under a fire 
that came from where they didn't know 
where. But I tell you I knew. I was 
shot through both arms by the same man, 
and I tell you it's hard to stand there and 
be potted, and then hold up ready to be 
potted again." 

Farmer wears his cross all the time, 
but is inclined to be critical regarding the 
world's treatment of him. "I ain't one of 
the favored few of it wealthy nation 
ho said. "That Majtiba Hill businc 
was all right, and it got a lot of adver- 
tising; but there was no money in it. I've 
had my picture printed, no end of it, and 
I've got a whole' book of newspaper clip- 
pings about me. A fellow is singing a 
song about 'Brave Corporal Farmer of 
Gory Majuba Hill' at one of the halls 
and making money on it, but here L am 
working nights for fifty cents a Bight, 
and that precarious. One of my hands 
is half paralized, too." 

Everybody knows about him, however, 
and is more ready to tell his story than 
lie is; and how he left a sweetheart at 
home in England when he went to the 
Transvaal, and how she was the proudest 
girl in the whole country. He married 
her the day after he came home, and she 
is his wife now, and cherishes every pic- 
ture of him and newspaper reference to 
him even more than he does. 

TWO DOUGHTY BROTHERS. 
There is another V. C. man employed 
at the British Museum, and another nt 
the Imperial Institute in Kensington. 
They won their crosses together, also in 
saving wounded men, this time from 
Zulus, who surprised the hospital of 
which they were in charge. 

There is only one case where two 
brothers have won crosses, the men now 
being lieutenant-generals, Iv.C.B. Gough 
is their name. The younger, Hugh Henry 
Gough, was in command of Hudson's 
Horse at Lucknow. He led a mighty 
charge across a swamp, resulting in the 
capture of two guns; his horse was twice 
wounded and his turban cut almost from 
his head. He virtually won the cross 
again later on through another break- 
neck charge, and fought several duels in 
the course of the battle, finally being 
wounded by a shot just as he was charg- 
ing down on two Sepoys armed with bay- 
onets. Before he got the wound that 
downed him he had two horses shot un- 
der him and had been shot through the 
helmet. 

His brother, Sir Charles, went through 
the Punjab campaign as a boy of 17. 
Four times he has merited the cross, or- 
iginally by saving the life of his fire- 
eating brother at Khurkowdah, when he 
killed the two men who were upon him. 
three days nfterward he led a cavalry 
charge and fought two men hand-to-hand, 
killing both of them. A year after, at 
Shumshabad, he engaged and sabred the 
leader of the enemy, and n month later 
he rescued still another officer and sent 
his opponent to kingdom come. 



A ZULU RUNNER. 

First to Take News From Ladysmith 
After the Sir-go. 

First of all runners to get news out of 
beleaguered Ladysmith was a Zulu who 
was American educated, having been 
taught at the American Mission school at 
Impondwoni. The mother of one of the 
beseigc-d persons lived in Pietormaritz- 
burg and for three weeks after the invest- 
ment of Ladysmith was completed this 
mother's heart yearned to hear of her 
son. Runners tried to get in and out, but 
in every instance they were captured by 
the Doers. Notwithstanding the appar- 
ent futility of tht! task, the anxious 
mother appealed to one after another of 
the natives, who were the only ones who 
stood any chance of successfully passing 
the lines. Her own Zulu servant, Nkosi. 
or Charlie, was asked several times if he 
would not try it, hut he refused, saying 
he did not think he could make it. But 
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the woman- hud known the natives from 
her childhood, and in Charlie she had 
great confidence. Finally he yielded to 
her entreaties. 

A despatch for her son was secreted in 
the bottom hem of his trousers, aud also 
a message to the correspondent in Lady- 
smith of the Natal Times. The young 
Zulu was accompanied to Estcourt, and 
thence he travelled on foot to the bom- 
barded town. He moved along from 
kraal to kraal as if visiting his friends. 
The Boers stopped him several times, but 
satisfied with his explanation, let him go. 
At last, however, he came to a force that 
held him a prisoner. He was detained 
only 12 hours, for while the Boers were 
holding a prayer meeting he escaped aud 
got into Ladysmith. He found the son 
aud delivered the message, and also 
found the newspaper correspondent. A 
message, from each was prepared, that to 
the newspaper being written on "flimsy," 
Then he, started on his return, and he 
was as successful in getting out and 
away as he had been in. entering the 
town. In Estcourt, the English officers 
Offered to him $60 to go back at once 
with official, despatches, but, faithful to 
his mistress, he declined. He took the 
first train for Pioterniaritzburg, gave the 
sou's letter to the mother and sent the 
newspaper despatch on its way.

Rossland Faces 
A Dulfi Season 



War Eagle and Centre Star 
Mines Will Cease Producing 
for Several Months. 



Product of Camp Reduced by 
One Half-Installing Ma- 
chinery the Cause. 



By Associated Press. 

Rossland, Feb. 5— The Rossland Miner 
will say to-morrow: 

" The machinery troubles of the 
War Eagle nnd the Centre Star com- 
panies have ut last brought about the 
disaster long predicted by many shrewd 
mining men in this district. They are 
now compelled to stop production until 
the uew machinery is installed aud the 
exhausted development in the War Eagle 
is caught up. The men iu the stopes 
will be laid off to-morrow night, and 
only a small number retained for con- 
struction and development. 

" Mr. Kirby, the general manager, has 
issued two letters to the management of 
both mines, and these have been em- 
bodied in a circular issued to the share- 
holders to-day. To the Associated Press 
correspondent Mr. Kirby expressed the 
disappointment and deep regret with 
which the directors nnd management 
have taken the step. All shipments and 
consequent dividends will cease after to- 
morrow, and it will be some months he- 
fore the new machinery will be installed 
and shipments resumed. The matter 
can only be regarded as a disaster to 
Kossland camp." 

The output of these two mines last 
week was 2.S0O tons, just half the total 
product of the camp. 

Toronto, Feb. 5.--A sensation in min- 
ing circles was caused to-day by the 
announcement that the War Engle and 
Centre Star mines will shut down and 
cense the payment of dividends. This 
was given out officially in a circular to 
the shareholders, signed by Mr. George 
Gooderham. The reason assigned is the 
necessity in each case of constructing 
machinery to work the mines on a more 
efficient and profitable basis. The note 
signed by Mr. Gooderham says: "We 
desire to add that we have every confl- 
tidence in the future of the mine's when 
the plant is in good working condition." 

The circular states that it will be 
many months before developments are 
carried out on the lines proposed. In 
the case of the Wtir Eagle these will be 
advanced far enough tQ permit of econo- 
mical mining. The Centre Star sus- 
pension is rendered necessary by the 
closing down of the War Eagle, nnd ad- 
vantage will bo taken of the suspension 
to place machinery which will enable n 
larger tonnage to be handled than can 
be by the present machinery plant. 
SMALLPOX QUARANTINE. 
Rossland. Feb. 5. — Stringent Quaran- 
tine regulations against passengers, mail 
and baggage from the south continue in 
force. There have been no cases of 
smallpox in the city, but the isolation 
hospital has been completed and every 
precaution has been taken to prevent an 
outbreak. 

RECRUITING HORSEMEN. 
Major R. G. Edwards Leckie, appoint- 
ed recruiting officer for this section for 
Strathcona's Horse, has wired that he 
will accept twenty men each from Ross- 
land nnd Nelson. Many applications 
were filed here to-day. 

A mass meeting has been culled for 
Wednesday to back up the Vancouver 
proposition of sending 10.000 mounted 
infantry to South Africa, which is arous- 
ing great enthusiasm. Rossland may 
be counted on to give her share of men 
and money, 

Toronto, Feb. 6.— There was a big 
movement to unload War Eagle on the 
stock exchange to-day in view of the 
stoppage of the work and dividends.

The inoti()n_was seconded 
by Mr. T. C. Morgan and was carried 
with hearty good will. Hongs were then 
sung.

NELSON. 

The uncertainty existing in regard to 
the Balfour extension of the C. P. R. 
was ended last night, when word was re- 
ceived in the city" that the contract had 
been awarded to the. firm of Stewart & 
Welsh, who have their headquarters at 
Trail just now. The announcement will 
bring disappointment to several local 
contractors who tendered for the work: 
The successful tenderers nre well' known 
railroad contractors. Tack Stewart whfc 
formerly construction engineer for the 



Mann, Foley Brothers & Larsen syndi- 
cate who built a large portion of the 
Crow's Nest road. More recently Stew- 
art & Welsh built many spur lines ou^thc 
C. P. R. system, among these being the 
spur to the Sunset. Dendwood, Welling- 
ton and Greenwood camps. Mr. Proctor, 
construction engineer on the O. P. R. 
said: "As the contract, I believe, calls for 
the completion of the work in July next, 
it is safe to predict that the firm will 
lose no time in commencing active opera- 
tions. In fact you may expect to see the 
advance guard of the contractors' forces 
in Nelson this week. It will take some 
time to ship the full complement of plant, 
which includes scores of plows, scrapers 
and other machinery not to mention thir- 
ty or forty teams of horses from Trail, 
but I presume they are concluding their 
shipping arrangements at this very 
moment. They will probably engage a 
force of 1,000 or 1,500 men, aud the first 
effect of the, operations will be to clear 
the streets of every man who desires to 
work." The cost of the line whet; com- 
pleted will be in the neighborhood of 
$500,000. The C. P. R. will, of course, 
have an engineer to superintend the 
work, and while no official notice of the 
fact has been given, it is understood that 
Mr. Procter, who has been in charge of 
the location party going over the propos- 
ed line for several weeks, will receive the 
appointment.— Tribune. 



NEW DENVER. 

There was a meeting of the business 
men of Sandon on Tuesday night, to dis- 
cuss the labor situation and to formulate 
some plan to bring the mine managers 
and miners' union together, that a settle- 
ment of the difficulty might be effected. 
The meeting was largely attended and 
great interest manifested. After thor- 
oughly canvassing the situation, it was 
decided to call a general meeting of the 
business men aud citizens of all the Slo- 
CUll camp, to be held at Sandon on Wed- 
nesday evening, February 0th. At this 
meeting managers and miners will be 
asked to present, and steps will be taken 
to select a committee of arbitration and 
to induce the contending parties to sub- 
mit their differences to that body. 

In the meantime a petition' will be 
circulated in Kasln, Sandon, Ainsworth, 
New Denver, Whitewater, Codv, Three 
Forks, Silverton and Slocnn City, asking 
the government to put into operation the 
Labor Conciliation and Arbitration Act 
of 1894, The petitions will be returned 
to Sandon and presented to the general 
meeting Wednesday evening, and after 
receiving the endorsation of the meeting, 
will be forwarded to Victoria. Thus it 
would appear the long and fruitless 
squabble may reach a settlement iu the 
near future.— Ledge.

"Sons of the Ocean," but suffering from a 
severe cold he did not do himself justice.

PRINCETON WAGON ROAD. 

Sir: I send you herewith two clippings 
from the Vernon News of the 1st. The 
editor is quite correct In the view he takes 
of It, nnd the building of u road through 
the Hope mountains Is ridiculous. It 
would not be passable, ns a rule, nntlll 
commencement of July, nnd severe snow 
storms have occurred there la October. 
The proper outlet Is via Spence's Bridge. 
The H. U. Co., who formerly brought nil 
the supplies for Kamloops nnd Ntw Cale- 
donia from Hope, never sent their pack 
trains out until the first week In July, nnd 
Mr. J. W. MncKny lost a band of horses 
(he wns taking from Nisqunlly to Knmloops) 
In a snow storm In October. However, he 
Is In Victoria nnd can give you exact dates. 
It would be n grievous waste of money to 
construct any such road In spite of- any- 
thing Mr. A. B. Bowse may say to the con- 
trary. The argument ns to giving facilities 
to provincial wholesale houses Is on n par 
with the request for the road— quite mis- 
leading— ns a large. If not the largest, por- 
tion of the business Is done In the Bast 
OBSERVER. 

The following editorial note Is otic of the 
extracts from (he Vernon News referred to 
above, the other being merely a news de- 
spntch from Victoria: "We notice that 
Messrs. Howge nnd Anderson, of Prince- 
ton, nre tit the Coast nnd pressing the gov- 
ernment to build a wagon road from Prince- 
ton to Hope. We have repeatedly shown 
that such a route Is not for n moment to be 
compared to that from Pcnchlnnd to Prince- 
ton, nnd trust that the Commissioner of 
Lnnds and Works will throw no money 
away over such an nhsurd scheme. For 
about three-quarters of the yenr the snow- 
lies deep on Hope mountain, nnd a road In 
that direction would be practically of no 
use. On the other hand, access can be had 
from Peachland to Princeton over an easy 
route nnd by a much shorter distance. But 
enre hns been tsfesa thnt these facts nre In 
the possession of the government, nnd If 
the Hope route Is selected, no refuge will 
be left to the Chief Commissioner even in 
the poor excuse of Ignorance."

" THE LITTLE MINISTER." 

Barrie's Famous Story to Be Re-Told on 
the Stage This Evening. 

" The Little Minister " is Scotch 
through and through. " Wba is that?" 
are the first words of the play. But 
dinna fear, lassies and laddie. The dia- 
logue of the play is not peppered with 
"hoot inons" and "dinna kens" and 
the Scotch burr is but little in evidence. 
In fact there is only just enough dialect 
to create an atmosphere of highlands 
and heather. 

When you are considering Barrio s 
piny, "The Little Minister," you might 
as well dismiss the book from your 
mind— if you can dismiss so charming 
a story. Story and play vary but little 
to the end of the second act, but from 
that point the play is practically a new 
creation and not a dramatization of the 
book. The main scene in the third act 
and the denouement in the fourth are 
said to be capitally managed. 

The former plays nt Lord Rintoul's 
castle. Barbara, Lord Rintoul's daugh- 
ter in the play— not his betrothed, as in 
the book — acknowledges her love for 
Gavin, " The Little Minister." Lord 
Riutoul and Captain Halllwell, a suitor 
for Barbara's hand, are furious. Then 
they lenrn that the night the Roldiers 
passed through Caddam Wood, Gavin to 
protect n gypsy girl acknowledges her 
as his wife in the presence of witnesses. 
By .Scotch law this is a valid marriage. 
Lady Barbara, with the fine humor that 
Barrie hns instilled in the character, 
feigns indignation nnd is ready to ac- 
company Rintoul and -Captain ITaliiwell 
in seeking out the witnesses. They nre 
found, and under circumstances that add 
to the humor of the situation, recognize 
in Lady Barbnrn the gypsy whom Gavin 
acknowledges as his wife. Lord Rin- 
toul and Captain Halliwell are then 
caught in their own trap. There is 
nothing tedious in the way of fine 
speeches in the play, yet it is admirable 
from n litem ry standpoint, for it has 
atmosphere, mid the characters are 
clearly drawn, Lady Barbara, or 
"Babble," is a creature of infinite 
vnriety, with nil the virtues that make 
a, woman charming, nnd all the faults 
that make her more charming. She is 
simply buoyant with life and humor, 
sensitive, "assionnte. quick of temper, 
yejt with a depth of feeling that makes 
her always lovable. But she does not 
monopolize interest. She simply scintil- 
lates across the grny-toned background 
of a Scotch community. Gavin is a 
strong foil to her, nnd even the minor 
characters are skilfully drawn. 

This highly successful play will be 
seen at the Victoria theatre to-night, 
and it will be presented in a complete 
manner by Charles Frohmnn's com- 
pany.
